Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 18, the prior art of record fails to suggest or disclose a 
counter receiving a clocl< signal and counting a number of clocl< periods of said clocl< 
signal between two successive transitions generated by said transition detector to 
generate a measured value corresponding to said output, wherein said measured value 
is comprised in said plurality of measured values as disclosed. 

With respect to claim 19, the prior art of record fails to disclose a counter 
generating a measured value by counting number of cycles in an ouptu generated by 
said multiplexer during a fixed time period wherein said measured value is comprised in 
said plurality of measured values. 

With respect to claim 29, the prior art of record fails to suggest or disclose a 
second multiplexer selecting one of said adjustment value or an output value of said 
processing unit as a multiplexer output..
